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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


Supplies  of  American  "barreled  apples  available  on  the  Liver- 
pool auction  on  Wednesday,  December  5,  were  light  but  much  of  the 
stock  was  in  variable  condition,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr- 
Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.  Auction 
supplies  of  boxed  ^ples  were  also  light  but  stocks  in  the  hands  of 
jobbers  and  retailers  are  liberal-    Boxed  stock  in  general  was  in 
good  condition. 

The  demand  was  active  for  high  grade  barreled  stock,  states 
Mr-  Smith.    The  consignments  shipped  out  of  cold  storage  have  been 
arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition.    Virginia  York  Imperials  in 
good  condition  broxight  from  $6.45  to  $5.81  for  U.S.  Not  1,  2\  inch 
stock  as  compared  with  $6,33  to  $6^57  last  week.     New  York  Rhode 
Island  Greenings  were  in  generally  poor  condition  but  fruit  in  good 
condition  met  with  an  active  demand  at  $6.93  per  barrel  for  U.S. 
No.  1,  2\  inch  stock,  as  against  $6,81  to  $7.30  last  week.  Maine 
Baldwins  were  also  actively  competed  for,  U.S.  No.  1,  2\  inch  stock 
in  good  condition  selling  at  $7,30  per  barrel.     There  was  a  good  de- 
mand for  Virginia  Yellow  Newt  owns,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
fruit  was  in  generally  poor  condition.     The  London  market  for  barrel- 
ed apples  is  showing  strength,  states  Mr.  Smith. 

There  was  an  active  demand  on  the  Liverpool  auction  for 
Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns,  Extra  Fancy  stock,  sizes  150/175,  bringing 
$3.16  per  box.     The  same  size  and  grade  Newtowns  from  the  Medford 
district  brought  from  $2.92  to  4)5.35  per  hex.     Oiegon  Gpitz^^nbergs 
and  Delicious,  however,  met  with  only  a  moderate  demand.     Tht  boxe^*. 
apple  market  in  London  this  week  was  characterized  by  the  liberal 
supplies  of  V/ashington  Jonathans  and  California  Newtowns  available. 
Fancy  Washington  Jonathans,   sizes  150/175,  brought  $2.19.    The  same 
size  and  grade  of  California  Newtowns  ranged  from  $2.19  to  $2.31. 

Nova  Scotian  apples 

The  Liverpool  supplies  of  barreled  apples  from  Nrva  Scotia  are 
liberal  and  the  market  is  higher,  states  Mr.  Smith.     G-oldcn  Russets 
raided  from  $8.76  to  $8.88;  Rhode  Island  Greenings  brought  from  $6.57 
to  $6.93,  while  Baldwins  sold  at  from  $6.33  to  $6.81  per  barrel.
